The case of the "Williamstown select- 


men was presented first by Clarence M. 
Smith, junior counsel with John B. Gale 
of Williametown. 
He brought up the 


recent decision of the supreme court in 
the case that the occupancy of the build- 
ing was not for the purpose for which the 
college was* incorporated. 
The houses 


were used purely for residential purposes 
and the professors paid rent to the college, 
The fact that the rent was deducted from 
the monthly payments of their salaries 
made no difference in the essential facts. 


The houses were not occupied for edu- 


cational purposes, but for strictly private 
purposes. The action ot the assessors was 
in line with the interpretation of the law 
from the beginning. 
AH parties were 


agreed upon the facts as to the law. The 
college owns |2,OOQjOOO worth of property 
in the town and the buildings taxed were 
assessed at $23,930. The tax was $495 and 
the rent the college received was $1,917, or 
about 7 per cent. Mr. Smith argued that 
this property should stand on the same 
basis as other property in town which is 
rented for residental purposes—not be ex- 
empt. The college should stand on the 
same footing as business men. He said 
this was the main point of tbe opposition 
to the petition. 


At part of th« hearing President Eliot 


of Harvard, and Samuel Hoar, counsel 
for the Massachusetts hospital, were pres- 
ent. The petition of the colleges was op- 
posed by Charles 3. Cole of WUliamstown, 
as a committee sent down by the town. 
Ex-Senator Hickox spoke against the pe- 
tition. City Solicitor Slocum of Newton 
also opposed it. C. S. Webster of South 
Hadley would not grant the petition, and 
said that Mount Holyoke college was 
merely a large boarding school which 
buys its supplies by the wholesale and 
does not patronize local tradesmen enough 
to be of much benefit to the town. 


H. G. Otis of Worcester said the bill 


contemplated new legislation of a very 
dangerous sort. Let the law alone, and 
the assessors would interpret the law as 
they had since IS41), If the bill was passed 
it would exempt from taxation thousands 
oi dollars' worth of property which now 
paid a tax. It would exempt every Cath- 
olic parsonage in tbe state, and in his city 
that would mean moie than $40,000.

Adams Declared Non- 


Union Men. 


SETTLED NOW BEYOND QUESTION 


Adams Labor Difficulties Result Se- 


riously for Union Members. Ex- 


ecutive Board Takes De- 


cisive 
Action. 


On account of a misunderstanding: be- 


tween Patrick J. Barrett, contractor and 
builder of Adams, and bis employes about 
his right to furnish stone for a contract 
at the Mannesmann works and other 
places last fall a ban was placed upop Mr. 
Barrett pending an investigation by the 
executive board of the Bricklayers and 
Masons' international union of America. 
The investigation was conducted by a 
special committee. 


Recently Mr. Barrett received official 


notification from the secretary of the in- 
ternation union in New York that tho 
ban had been removed and all differences 
settled. The union at Adams refused to 
receive the decision as final for reasons of 
their own and as a result of their re- 
fusal the charter of the union has been 
revoked. The decision was made known 
Tuesday to Mr. Barrett by the following 
letter:

either by title, membership or fellowship, 
neither will this organization countenance 
any of its members, or be held responsible 
for any of its acts or doings. 


The executive board greatly deplores 


the acta committed by this Union No. 28 
in its hostility to yourself and other firms, 
and from its first knowledge of such mat- 
ters discountenanced them entirely and 
so advised. 


The ban placed against you and others 


have been and is removed, and outside o^ 
your city was never recognized, and the 
men who placed such are now outside the 
pale of this organization and will not be 
recognized hereafter, except as non-union 
men, with whom our people will not asso- 
ciate. 
Should they insist upon

noying or threatening you any more, 
you can use your own judgment about in- 
voking the aid of civil law. 


We desire to deal honorably and fairly 


with employers, ard give them their just 
rights and protection, and we most henrt- 
ily discountenance any such actions and 
methods as was used by No. 28 towards 
you and others when no just cause was 
shown for it.
